Whatever opinions may have been held in 
past years as to the | enefits which the advent 
of railways would confer upon this district, 
there are no two opinions now that the coming of 
the road has been of very great benefit, both in 
general and in particular. Before the road 
came it was feared by many that prices would 
go down, that business would be overdone, that 
labor would be less well paid, that money would 
be drained out of the country, and that, in fact, 
the advent of the railway meant the commence- 
ment of hard times.

$18,000.99 whereof no part is in arrear, 

And whereas it is expedient to borrow the said sum of 
$10,000.00 by the issue of debentures, the principal where- 
of shall be takes within ten years fron. the date upoi 
which this by-law shall take effect; and which shall bear 
interest in the meantime payable half yearly at the rate 
of six per cent per annum. 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the reyay- 
inent of the said principal sum by the creation of dn 
equal yearly sinking fund.
